Photo  Chief  Wins  in  Safety  Contei

“When  we  hear  someone  like  you,  we  love  Americans.” 
This  was  a typical  reaction  of  the  Russian  people  to  Amer- 
ican pianist  Byron  Janis.  Janis,  who  play  in  the  lyceum  series 
Thursday  night,  toured  the  Soviet  Union  last  October  and 
November  for  five  weeks. 

He  says  that  a group  of  Russian  people  came  on  their 
own  to  his  hotel  room  in  Leningrad  to  tell  him  this.  And  this 
incident  is  similar  to  several  others  which  occurred  on 
Janis’  tour  of  Russia. 

For  these  reasons,  the  32ryear  old  pianist  said  that  the 
cultural  exchange  of  artists  between  Russia  and  the  United 
States  means  further  than  just  an  exchange  of  talent  between 
the  two  countries.  “They  cannot  seperate  artist  in  me  from 
the  fact  that  Fm  an  American,”  he  said. 

Janis  called' the  Russian  people  a “delightful”  audience 
to  play  for  because  they  are  very  emotional  and  demonstra- 
tive. “Also  their  warmth,”  he  recalled,  “I  was  impressed  with 
their  warmth.” 

He  said  his  programming  for  the  tour  included  some 
contemporary  works,  both  American  and  Russian.  Among 
them  were  an  Aaron  Copland  sonata  and  Gershvidn’s  piano 
concerto,  which  “they  loved.” 

Janis  said  that  the  Russian  people  seemed  to  him  very 
•much  like  the  American  people  in  spite  of  the  “great  differ- 
ence” which  has  been  created  between  them.  He  said  they 
. seemed  happy-  and  contented,  that  they  had  happy  expres- 
sions on  their  faces.

In  notifying  Gonzales  of  the  award,  James  S.  Kemper 
of  Kemper  Insurance,  whose  4|Rjmbermen’s  Mutual  Casualty 
company  sponsors  the  annual  traffic  safety  contest,  said 
the  photographs  were  “outstanding.” 


“You  have  made  a fine  contribution  to  the  worthy  cause

On  the  Jazz  Scene: 

“Jazz  Winds  from  a New  Decoration.” 

That’s  the  title  of  a new  Columbia  album  featuring  Hank 
Garland,  guitar.  This,  jazz  fans,  is  an  album  worthy  of  your 
consideration. 

Good  jazz  guitarists  are  few  and  far  between.  Good  en- 
ough, that  is,  to  merit  the  solo  spotlight  on  an  entire  pack- 
age. Hank  Garland  not  only  does  the  guitar  justice,  he  does 
it  the  hard  way  . . .'  via  the  Grand  Old  Opry.  As  a matter  of 
fact,  that’s  the  reason  for  the  album  title.  According  to  the 
liner  notes:  “There  is  scarcely  a country  record  emanating  from 
Nashville,  Tennessee,  in  which  he  is  not  featured  behind  the 
troubadours  of  the  Grand  01’  Opry.” 

Well  now,  it’s  quite  a trip  from  Nashville  to  Birdland  but 
Mr.  Garland  makes  it  a real  smooth  ride. 

Actually,  it  shouldn't  come  as  that  much  of  a surprise. 
Both  Tal  Farlow  and  Mundell  Lowe  are  graduates  of  the  Grand 
or  Opry  and  it  ddfesn’t  seem  to  have,  affected  them  adversly 
even  a little  bit.  Still  there  must  be  a better,  or  at  least,  more 
recommended  school  for  the  guitarist  who  wants  to  * make  it 
in  jazz. 

Another  happy  surprise  offered  in  this  album  is  a young 
fellow  by  the  name  of  Gary  Burton  who  handles  the  vibes.  He 
is  just  17  years  old  and  hails  from  Boston,  (two  handicaps 
he  manages  to  overcome  quite  nicely)  and  should  turn  out  to 
be  the  discovery  of  the  year.  Joe  Morello  and  Joe  Benjamin, 
drums  and  bass  respectively,  round  out  a very  listenable  jazz 
quartet,  I give  it  my  highest  rating:  four  sputnicks. 

In  last  week’s  column  we  neglected  to  mention  one  of  the 
new  Capitol  Starline  Albums  that  arrived  at  the  same  time  as 
those  that  were  mentioned.  This  could  be  described  as  an  in- 
tentional oversight  since  I find  it  just  about  as  easy  to  avoid 
Louis  Prima  as  Elvis  Presley.
